PILGRIM FATHERS. 


A M onument E rected to Tlieir Memory 
at Plym outh Rock. 
P lymouth, August 1st.—Tbe .national 
m onum ent in honor of the Pilgrim s was 
dedicated to-day. 
T he sons and daughters 
of Plym outh were here n great numbers, 
aiso visitors from far an,, near. T he weather 
of the early m orning was unpropitious. ,It 
was necessary to view the parade trpm be­ 
neath umbrellas. 
The celebration began 
at sunrise with a salute and the ringing of 
bells. 
The m orning trains brought vast 
numbers of strangers, and great throngs 
surrounded the new m onum ent at 9:30, 
when the dedicatory exercises were carried 
out by the Masonic Grand Lodge according 
to the ritual o f th eir Order. 
A band rendered a choral by John K. 
Paine, follow ing with a song o f praise 
written by R. W. Thom as Power, and sung 
by a quartet. 
Follow ing the song came an 
address by the President of the Pilgrim 
Society, ex-Govenor L ong; the response of 
Grand Master Endicott; a proclamation, 
by Grand Marshal George H. R h odes; read­ 
ing o f Scriptural Selections, by Grand 
Chaplain A. S k in n er; praise, by the Grand 
Chaplain ; a report on the exam ination of 
the m onum ent, and libations of corn and 
wine, by the Junior and Senior Wardens, 
followed by invocations by the Graud 
Chaplain. Grand Master Enuico'.t delivered 
an address. 
The assem bly sang a closing 
hym n by R. W. Thomas' Power, to the 
tune o f “Am erica.” 
The exercises con­ 
cluded with a proclamation by the Grand 
Marshal, benediction by tbe Grand Chap­ 
lain and a pilgrim chorus by the baud. 
In tbe m eantim e the procession had 
been forming, and at 11 o’clock it m oved 
over an extensive route in seven divisions. 
A t the com pletion of the parade the P il­ 
grim Society, with the orator, poet and in ­ 
vited guests, took their places in a great 
tent arid the feast that was provided for 
the occasion was discussed for an hour. 
Then Governor Lord, the Chairman, intro­ 
duced the orator of the day. Congressman 
W. P. C. Breckenridge, of K entucky, who 
delivered an eloquent address. John Boyle 
O’Reilly, the poet of the oceasion, was then 
introduced and read his poem, ‘T h e P il­ 
grim Fathers.” 
After the reading of the 
poem, addresses were made by Lieutenant- 
Governor Brackett, on behalf of the State; 
George Hoar, H on. H enry Cabot Lodge, 
H on. W m . Cogswell, H on. E. A. Morse, 
Hon. Jam es G. B.aine and others. 


SOME OF TH E MOTTOES. 
Am ong the mottoes suspended above the 
street were the follow ing ; 
“ The Mayflower’s flower was destintd for per­ 
petual bloom. It will defy all climate and alt 
ages, and will exhale an ever-living odor aud 
fragrance to the end of time 
Daniel Webster. 
"The world is our country, our countrymen all 
mankind.” — William Lloyd Garrison. 
"M ethinks I see H now, that one so'itary, ad­ 
venturous vessel, the Mayflower of a lorlorn 
hope, freighted with the prospecis of a future 
state and bound across an unknown sea,”— 
EvertU. 
“Here have we laid at rest together, the earth 
carefully smoothed, so that the Indians might 
not count their number—the true, the pious, the 
beauti'ul and the brave, till the heavens be no 
more.” —Choate. 
"Accept the admonitions of the day: they may 
teach us all, whether few in number or á one, 
never lo swerve from those primal principles of 
duty which irom the lauding of the Pilgrims at 
Plymouth have been the lile oi Massachusetts." 
—Sumner.

The m onum ent bears the follow ing in ­ 
scription on the main shaft: 
"National 
m onum ent to the forefathers, erected by a 
grateful people in remembrance of tlieir 
labors, sacrifices and sufferings for the cause 
of civil and religions liberty.” 
Tbe m onum ent is situated on or.e o f the 
highest bills iu Plym outh, about north­ 
west of the rock on which the pilgrims 
landed and west o f the anchorage of the 
Mayflower. 
The cost was about $200,000. 
The material, H allow ell granite, consists 
of an octagonal pedestal, forty five feet 
high, upon the center o f which “stands tbe 
figure of Faith, thirty-six leet high. 
This 
rests with one foot on Plym outh Rock, 
holding the right hand upon a Bible, w hile 
the left hand, uplifted, points heavenward. 
The pedestal has four large and four sm all 
faces. 
Upon the larger are tablets bearing 
tbe names of the founders of the colony 
aud historal facts. 
From the sm aller faces 
project four buttresses or wing pedestals. 
Upon each is seated a figure in heroic size, 
representing Morality, Education, Freedom 
and Law. 
On the faces of the pedestals are 
the representations,‘T h e Embarkation at 
Delft H aven.” “The Signing of the Social 
Compact in the Cabin of the Mayflower,” 
“The Landing at Plym outh” and “The 
Treaty with the Indians.” 
The memorial was started in 1853 and 
the corner stone laid in 1859 with elaborate 
ceremonies. 
The expenses of the m onu­ 
ment were paid by the States of M assachu­ 
setts and Connecticut and in personal dona­ 
tions. 
Congress appropriated $15,000 for 
the tigurp Freedom and its pedestal. 
The 
statue of Law was paid for by subscriptions, 
com ing largely from the íawyees of the 
country. 


FRIGHTENED PUGILISTS. 


Sullivan D id not Think it w as Unlawfu 
to L.i<*k K ilrnhi In the South. 
New Y ork, August 1st —John L. Sulli­ 
van was taken betore Judge O’Brien, in the 
Supreme Court Chamber, this noon, and 
through his counsel admitted his identity 
as the prisoner called for in the writ of ex­ 
tradition. 
H e said he was w illing to go 
Sonth. and the Judge ordered that he be 
turned over at once to Deputy SheriII' 
Childs of Jackson. Mies. 
Counsel Nicoll informed the Judge be­ 
fore the arrest was made that Sullivan had 
made up his mind to go back voluntarily 
and surrender him self to the authorities (if 
Mississippi, feeling confident that lie would 
be justly and fairly dealt with. 
H e further 
said that when Sullivan entered into a 
pact of lighting Kilrain he understood that 
the battle ground would be in Louisiana. 
Not until the night before the fight was the 
place of fighting changed to Mississippi, 
and Sullivan did not really know until 
the ringside was reached that he was in the 
State of M ississippi. 
H e did not choose 
the ground and he had no intention of 
breaking the law, but he had no alterna­ 
tive but fight or become a poliroon. 
Sullivan is now w illing to go back in 
charge of Deputy Sheriff Childs as soon as 
that officer desires. 
Assistant District Attorney McDonald 
took the receipts from the Deputy Sheriff 
for the body of John L. Sullivan, w ho was 
then handed to his custody. 
Sullivan will 
leave for Mississippi to-night. 
A ll the fight seemed to have gone out of 
Sullivan when he reached headquarters 
again after his surrender in Court. 
H e 
said: 
“I f ] had have known there was a 
law against fighting in M ississippi! would 
not have fought there. 
I would not have 
made m yseli liable to arrest. W ell, I will go 
back and take my m edicine.” 
He chewed the end ot a cigar awhile and 
continued: “A nyhow , 1 would havefought 
that fellow Kilrain. 
I was goaded to it, 
w hile the gang would have walked all over 
me it 1 bad not licked him . 
I suppose I'm 
the scapegoat for doing it. and Kilrain w ill 
go free. 
Poor fellow ! but they don’t want 
him : he's licked.” 
Three quarters o f an hour afier Sulli­ 
van's arrival at headquarters he was ready 
for his trip, and the Police Boaru granted 
six days of absence to Detective Sergeant 
Adam s to go along with him to Uichburg- 
Sullivan after shaking hands with In­ 
spector Byrnes was transferred to the keep­ 
ing of Agent Childs, of Mississippi, who 
made out his receipt for live stock as fol­ 
lows : 
“ Received from Inspector Thos. Byrnes, 
the body o f John L. Sullivan, surrendered 
under an order ol the Supreme Court. 
(Signed), 
L. F. Childs, A gent.” 
At 2 o clock the party, accompanied bv 
M ike Cleary and W illiam Muldoon, sterted 
for the Vanderbilt 
H otel, where 
they 


packed up Sullivan's clothes in prepara­ 
tion for his journey. 
Now that Sullivan is sure to go to M iss­ 
issippi, quite a number of his triends and 
backers in this town are growing worried 
over tfie situation of affairs, and the fate of 
“ Sully ” m ay be their fate before m any 
new m oons are seen, and they are wonder­ 
ing what w ill be the next m ove of Gov­ 
ernor Lowery. 
They are at present an un­ 
happy lot o f sporting m en. 
Now, if ac­ 
cording to this law it is possible to extra­ 
dite Sullivan, it is equally easv to secure 
the possession of the bodies o f W illiam 
Muldoon, Charlie Johnston, Jam es W akely, 
and som e of the responsible representa­ 
tives o f the New York Illustrated News, the 
backers of Sullivan. 
If Governor 
Lowery 
asks 
Governor 
H ill to surrender these m en to him the 
sporting m en have made up their m inds 
that Governor H ill w ill com ply with his 
request. 
The alternative for them is either 
to face the m usic or skip for parts un­ 
know n. 
They don’t want to do either. 
Sullivan left at 7:35on his Southern jour­ 
ney, in com pany with Muldoon, Pat Mar­ 
tin and his brother Mike, and a man who 
calls him self P. S. Tront. State Agent 
Childs and Detective Sergeaut Adams made 
up the party. 
GOVERNOR LOWERY. 
Jackson (M iss.), August 1st.—Governor 
Lowery to-day said Childs would bring 
Suliivan to this place, then he would be 
taken to Purvis, M arioc county, and ar­ 
raigned before a magistrate who had final 
jurisdiction. 
Should 
Sullivan elect to 
maive trial he can give a bond to await the 
Grand Jury, which m eets August 12th, in 
pursuance o f Judge Terrel’s order fora 
special term to try these cases. 
T he Gov­ 
ernor said Sullivan would be tried as any 
other lawbreaker, and that he was deter­ 
mined that the majesty o f the law should 
be vindicated.

The Orange-G rowcrs o f Florida Organiz­ 
ing u I’nion. 
New Y ork , August 1st. — Steps were 
taken this afiernoon for the formation of 
the Florida Orange-Growers and Dealers 
Protective Association, the object of which 
w ill be to control the Florida orange busi­ 
ness. 
Goodsell, the prime mover, says the 
orange grower has been receiving m uch too 
light for their crops, and their salvation 
lies in som e concerted action am ong the 
dealers. 
H is schem e includes the establish­ 
m ent in Jacksonville o f an office from 
which fnll telegraphic reports of the con­ 
dition of the market shall be sent and 
daily posted at the shipping points, secur­ 
ing of better transportation facilities and 
rates and concentration of shipm ents to 
large markets only. 
H e favors the auction system , believing 
that private sale splits up the market and 
prevents full com petition.

ject was indorsed by representatives from 
ail parts of the country, and the following 
Committee on Organization and Finance 
was seleced :

THE W ORLD’S FA IR . 


Chicago M akes a B id for It—She Claims 
It as a Hight. 
Chicago. 
August 
1st.—The 
Chicago 
W orld’s Fair Committee held a m eeting 
this afternoon to devise ways and m eans 
of securing the coveted location for the 
W orld’s fair at Chicago. 
Over 200 o f the most prom inent citizens 
were present, and the m eeting was m ost 
enthusiastic. 
A m ong the resolutions adopted was the 
follow ing : 
Resolved, That as the recent 
Centennial celebration in New York re­ 
ceived very properly Chicago’s hearty con­ 
currence ana the distinct recognition of 
Congress and of the chief officers of Gov­ 
ernm ent, im parting to it a national charac­ 
ter. and a like recognition and substantial 
aid having been extended to the W orld’s 
fair in Philadelphia, also met with Chi­ 
cago’s cordial co-operation in and out of 
Congress ; theiefore. the West feels justified 
in insisting upon its tarn now, and upon 
the location of the next great fair in its 
commercial metropolis. 
An Executive Committee consisting of 
thirty-five leading citizens was appointed. 
Governor Fifer and Senator Cullom were 
added to the General Committee, and the 
Mayor was also authorized to add to the 
General Committee representatives of the 
cities o f the Western and Northwestern 
States in a ratio of not exceeding one for 
each 10,000 population. 


BLAZING MOUNTAINS. 


The F orest F ires o f M ontana Still R ag­ 
ing—The Losses Very H eavy. 
Chicago, August 1st.—A special from 
Helena, Mont., says the forest fires which 
have been prevailing in Montana for a 
week show no signs of abatement. 
From 
Helena west, north and south great biack 
clouds of sm oke hang over the country, 
and for six days the sun has not been able 
to pierce the darkness. 
Granvilie Stuart, than whom there is no 
man in M ontana better able to judge, 
estim ates the damage each day the fire 
continues at h alf a m illion dollars. 
At 
M issoula the streets, buildings and side­ 
walks are covered with ashes, and tbe air 
is like a blast from a turnace. 
The atmosphere is 
filled 
with crisp 
embers that have descended like a light fail 
of snow. 
The tire is now raging in Boul­ 
der canyon, near Bernice, aud has been 
m ost destructive of property. 
A largerpart 
of the cord wood consumed in this blaze was 
contracted to the Anaconda smelter. 
In the neighborhood of the great m ining 
camp of Philipsburg the damage has been 
im m ense, w hile the town of Granite is iu 
im m inent danger of being destroyed. 
The m ountains about the city are all 
ablaze, and w hile no danger to the city is 
feared, the heat and stitiiDg sm oke is al­ 
m ost unbearable. 


CHEROKEE LANDS. 


Rushy H ead M akes Some Pointed R e­ 
m arks—A sking for Instructions.

T.), August 1st.—The 
Com m ission has subm itted its proposition 
of $1 25 per acre to the Cherokee Nation. 
Chief Mayes responded this evening by 
asking for further instructions, as the prop­ 
osition, he thought, was not sufficiently ex­ 
plicit. 
Secretary Speed says that the proposition 
w ill be submitted in full to-morrow m orn­ 
ing, giving every detail in regard to the 
contemplated sale. 
The Cberokees are becom ing som ewhat 
excited 
over 
the negotiations. 
Bushy 
Head said that the United States could not 
afford to mar its greatness as a nation bv 
com pelling the Cherokees to sell against 
their w ill. 
It w ould, he said, be acting the 
part o f a highwaym an.

bond of $1,000 and pay a license ot $100 a 
quarter. 
The ordinance has been put upon its 
passage and will be voted upon next Mon­ 
day evening.

Nothing in it, he holds, can be 
tortured into a defense of mutiny on the 
part of the military bands—and in this, it 
is now clear, the Colonel is justified. 
It 
is one thing to approve the demand for a 
given wage, but quite another thing to ap­ 
prove of the boycott and the attempt to 
prevent a man working who is satisfied 
with his wage. 
Colonel Dickinson insists 
that while he voted and spoke for paying 
the full wages asked, as a member of the 
Fourth of July Committee, he always de­ 
clared in that committee that the matter 
could not affect the military bands, and 
that the officers of the Musicians’ Union 
were present and repeatedly heard him so 
declare, and 
that he subsequently 
so 
warned and advised them. Colonel Dick­ 
inson’s explanation is reasonable and man­ 
ly, and it has the ring of the courage that 
stands for conviction of duty. We have 
repeatedly said the questiou of wages did 
not enter into the mutiny of the military 
bands—it was the boycott pure and simple, 
and the military bands were the cat's-paws 
used by the outside bands for the pulling 
of their chestnuts out of the fire. 
It is a 
great pity that the monkey as well cannot 
be reached in this case. 


T u e Mayor of New York has sent out 
letters intended to sound public sentiment 
concerning a world's fair in that city in 
1892. 
The replies received are nearly all 
one way—in favor of the scheme—and now 
there seems to be no doubt entertained of 
the fair being made reality. 
We cannot, 
however, look upon the scheme as well ad­ 
vised, for the reasons that we have already 
advanced: that in the same year and in 
the same months the great “ Three Amer­ 
icas” Exhibition is to open in Washing­ 
ton, and it is not keeping fiith to oppose 
that exposition with a rival one. 
Resides 
the country has greater interest in pro­ 
moting the Americas exposition than it 
can have in half a doren world’s fairs, with 
all of them held in the United Slates. 
W hat we want to do is to recover the trade 
of the South and Central American States, 
aud to promote closer commercial relations 
with those countries. 


S i n c e the tremblor of Wednesday has 
shaken up the dry hones, it will be in 
order for the men with theories concern­ 
ing the cause of earthquakes to again 
come forward with their papers. 
Thus 
far the San Francisco Examiner man alone 
has lieen heard from, and succeeds in prov­ 
ing to the satisfaction of every one that 
what he does not know of the cause of 
earthquakes is immeasurable—in truth, 
much the same may be said concerning all 
the theories on the subject. 
We do have 
knowledge of the physical demonstrations, 
and do know the evidences of the phe­ 
nomena, lmt the causes are quite as much 
immersed in the theoretical to-day as 
they were when the quaking of the solid 
ground was attributed by superstition to 
the wrath of an offended Cod. 


T h e bondsmen of T)ick Creighton, the 
jury-briber, have been directed to pay into 
Court the sum of ?7 j0. They gave bonds 
for the appearance of the defendant in 
Court when wanted, in the sum of ? 10,000. 
Creighton ran away, and the bonds were 
declared forfeited. 
After a year and a 
half of absence, in which time the bonds­ 
men were not followed up, Creighton re­ 
turned and was sent to State Prison. Now 
the sureties are let off with a small for­ 
feiture. 
It is a light penalty; but it is so 
rare a thing to hear of a surety upon the 
bond of a criminal being compelled to pay 
anything at all, that the order in the 
Creighton case is very refreshing. 


T i i e earthquake shock of Wednesday 
morning was the severest ex¡>erienced in 
San Francisco since the memorable seismic 
disturbance of 181Í8. Rut it docs not ap- 
jiear that any thing near the same amount 
of damage was done as iu the earlier year. 
The character of these tremhlors has a 
great deal to do with the matter. The 
shock of this week was jwobahly of about 
the severity of that felt in Roston four 
years ago, but there the damage was very 
considerable. In Sacramento, though but 
ninety miles distant from the «enter of 
the severity of the shock on this coast, it 
was not felt at all. 


N jew \ ork proposes to erect an Eifel 
tower that shall eclijwe the original by 
fifty feet of hight.

T iif. death of Adley H. Cummins re­ 
moves from human activity a man of 
remarkable powers and accomplishments^ 
W hile stenographer in this city he began 
alone and unaided the study of languages, 
and by devotion to his self-imposed task 
became one of the most accomplished lin­ 
guists of the day. He could read in forty- 
one languages and converse in twenty of 
them, lie made philology a special study, 
and in the history and origin of the lan­ 
guages ot the world there was probably no 
man upon this coast so well informed. His 
historical knowledge was very broad, and 
his historical reasoning and conclusions 
were profound. He developed latterly as 
an accomplished lecturer, and was in great 
demand by learned societies in conse­ 
quence. W ith all his devotion to the 
study of languages he read law, was ad­ 
mitted to the bar, and established himself 
in a lucrative practice. He gave to the 
world some of the results of his research 
in a volume on the old Freisic, and at the 
time of his death was engaged in the 
preparation of another on the Coptic. Mr. 
Cummins proved by his life, brief as it 
was, for he died young, what a wealth of 
achievement dwelhvin patient devotion by 
a master will to a well-defined purpose. 
Had his life been prolonged he would 
probably have taken rank very soon at the 
front among the great philologists and the 
rare linguists of the world. 


T h e Canadians and the Rritish Colum­ 
bians are “wrathy” over the seizure of the 
Black Diamond. 
Let them possess them­ 
selves in peace. We well know that they 
are blustering, and they ought to know 
that bluster will not affect the American 
people. The Behring Sea is a closed sea; 
Uncle Sam has said it, and that settles it. 
If we are to agree that any one may fish 
for seals outside the marine league from 
shore, there will soon be no seals left to 
take. They are migratory in habit; if now, 
any one may take them as they pass to and 
from ttie Islands of St. John and St. George, 
what earthly reason will be left for pro­ 
tecting the seals on those islands, or the 
Aleutian chain ? and how long will it take 
to exterminate the seals? Are the Eng 
lFsli ambitious to be esteemed wreckers? 
Is it their ambition to destroy the seal fish­ 
eries? However, we do not believe that 
they can fan the present agitation into the 
flame of war—the “Mother 
Country’’ 
does not want it; she is far too wise for 
that. But if it comes about that only 
bloodshed will settle the matter, we think 
we reflect the sentiment of the American 
people when we say that they are ready. 
Denying the necessity for oonflict, abhor­ 
ring the resort to arms, insisting that the 
right will be established in our claims be­ 
fore any fair tribunal, still, if our neigh 
bors on the north must do battle, and 
nothing less will content them, the Amer­ 
ican people are ready. 


S u l l i v a n , the bruiser, has been arrested 
and is en route to Mississippi.

There is this to be said, 
that he shows more manliness in quietly 
yielding to his captors and in not inter 
posing legal delays, than in all his past 
career.

J u d g e A r m str o n g ’s D e c is io n in th e I’o llc e 
S a la r y C a se , 
In Department One c f the Superior Court 
yesterday, Judge Arm strong rendered a de­ 
cision in the case of L. W . Farrell vs. the 
City of Sacramento. 
W hile the decision 
sustains the demurrer to the amended 
com plaint, on the ground that it is defec­ 
tive in not alleging that the plaintiff and 
his assignors were elected by the Board of 
Police Commissioners, still the Court holds 
the Act o f the Legislature under which 
the police force was increased to twenty- 
five to be constitutional, aud that the sala­ 
ries of the officers may be paid out of the 
General Fund when the Police Fund is ex­ 
hausted. 
The decision is a very lengthy and care­ 
fully written one, covering the whole ques­ 
tion of am ending the city charter in an 
able and thoughtful manner. 
H e says : 
“The action was commenced by plaintiff 
to recover hissalary for services as a police­ 
man for the month o f April, 1889, and the 
salaries o f the 
Cap’ain of Police and 
twenty-four other policem en which had 
been assigned and transferred by them to 
plaintiff. 
“The point o f objection made by counsel 
for the defendant is that there is no law 
which confers authority upon the Board of 
Police Commissioners to elect twenty-five 
policem en. 
In reply to this objection the 
counsel for the plaintiff cites and relies on 
Section G of the Act amendatory of and 
supplementary to an Act approved April 
25, 1863, entitled on Act to incorporate the 
city of Sacramento, approved March 6. 
1872, as amended by Act o f the Legislature, 
approved March 14, 1889. 
A s that section 
stood before amended power was conferred 
on the Board of Police Commissioners to 
elect a number of policem en not to exceed 
fifteen; but by the am endm ent the power 
was extended to a number not to exceed 
thirty. There was no other change in the 
section so far as affects the claim o f the 
plaintiff. 
But it is contended by the 
counsel for the defendant that the Act by 
which 
that 
section was 
amended 
is 
unconstitutional ; 
but 
as 
to 
its 
effect 
upon 
the 
powers 
of 
the 
Board 
of 
Police Commissioners to elect policemen 
the counsel for the defendant are not 
agreed. 
Mr. Johnson, special counsel for 
the defendant, contended in bis argument 
that, notw ithstanding the am endm ent, the 
Board had power to elect fifteen policem en; 
but Mr. Church, the City Attorney, took a 
different view of it, and claimed in his ar­ 
gument that tbe amendatory Act, though 
UBConstitutional, repealed or susperseded 
the original Act, and therefore the Board 
of Police Commissioners had no power to 
e’ect any policem en. 
Tbe view which the 
Court takes of the constitutionality of the 
amendatory Act renders it unnecessary to 
decide which of tbe learned counsel is 
righ t; but it would seem that the view 
taken by the City Attorney is most logical, 
and it must be conceded that there are 
authorities which support it.” 
The Court h o ld s: 
The Legislature’s power is absolute u n ­ 
less there is an express lim itation in the 
Constitution. 
U nless there is a clear repugnance be­ 
tween an Act and the Constitution the 
Court should sustain the Act. 
W here 
there is 
a 
reasonable 
doubt 
whether the Act is repugnant to the Con­ 
stitution it should be sustained. 
W here one or more things are affirma­ 
tively enumerated, it is to the exclusion of 
all others not included in the enumeration 
— expressio u/iius cst exclusio altering. 
T he Act in question is amendatory of 
and supplem entary to a city charter erected 
prior to the adoption of the present Con­ 
stitution. 
The Constitution is that such a 
charter cannot be amended by special Act. 
[Sections 0 8 and 18 of Article II, subdivi- 
visions 19, 28. 29. 33 o f Section 25 of Article 
IV o f the Constitution, are cited in sup- 
pott.] 
Section 6, Article It, is obscure, but its 
framers were providing for new m unicipal 
corporations and for organizing old ones 
under general laws. They dealt with old 
ones only to the extent of organizing them 
when a majority of the electors voted so to 
do. 
The Legislature cannot create a m unici­ 
pal corporation by special act, under the 
first clause of this section, but there the 
lim itation ends, and the Constitution does 
not lim it the power to amend charters 
when tbe Constitution was adopted, but by 
im plication the power to so amend is re­ 
tained in the Legislature, and this is be- 
causeim m ediately after the clause im posing 
the lim itation, and in the sam e sentence, 
the Constitution directs the passage o f gen­ 
eral laws for the organization, etc., o f cities. 
Now, as these general laws are to authorize 
an organization, etc., according to the m ax­ 
im cited, such laws can apply only to m u­ 
nicipal corporations that are organized un­ 
der such general laws. 
The Court at length argues and illus­ 
trates this point—that cities exisling when 
the Constitution was adopted are not or­ 
ganized under general laws until they vote 
so to do, and are riot subject to them ; that 
the framers of tbe Constitution left the 
charters of such cities and the powers of 
the Legislature to amend them just where 
they found them, aud they cannot be af­ 
fected by general laws. 
The Court quotes at length in support of 
this view, Desmond vs. Dunn (55 C a l, 246), 
and elaborately explains a supposed incon­ 
sistency between that and otner constitu­ 
tional constructions by tbe Supreme Court, 
and concludes that even if it could be ad­ 
mitted that Section 6 of Article II. o f the 
Cons itution did apply to cities incorpo­ 
rated before Ihe adoption, it has been m od­ 
ified by an am endm ent to Section 8 of 
Article II , adopted April 12, 1887. 
Under 
Section 6, prior to am endm ent ot Section 8, 
cities of less than 190.000 inhabitants, in­ 
corporated prior to the new Constitution, 
m ight organize under general laws, bat, 
under the 
am endm ent, cities 
of 
more 
than 10,000 and under 100 000 may frame 
their ow o charters, not inconsistent with 
the Constitution aud laws, by selecting a 
Board of Freeholders and subm ission to 
the people and to the Legislature. 
All such charters are to “supersede any 
existing charter and any amendment thereof 
and all special laws inconsistent with sucn 
charter.” 
So reads the am endm ent to the Consti­ 
tution, and according to the m axim cited 
it 
is 
a 
declaration that 
an 
existing 
charter, superseded by a charter adopted 
under the amended Constitution, m ight 
have been amended by the Legislature. 
Judge Armstrong says upon this point: 
"If such charter could not have been 
amended, wherefore the necessity to declare 
in the Constitu'ion that the am endm ent- 
should he superseded by the new charter? 
None. 
U nless the former charter could be 
amended it was vain to declare tbeaiuend- 
ments superseded by the new charter, and 
we are not at liberty to presume that the 
framers o f the am endm ent intended a vain 
and useless thing.” 
Counsel for tne city claimed that there 
wa* a repugnance hetwe-n Subdivision 19 
of Section 25 of Article IV of the Constitu­ 
tion an»! the Act increasing the police force 
hut the Court holds to the contrary, also 
that the Act is not repugnant to the sec­ 
tion prohibiting theLegislaturefrom passing 
a special Act crea ing an office, etc. 
The 
A c does not crea’e an office, but sim ply 
authorizes the appointm ent of an addi­ 
tional number of policemen, and there is 
therefore no conflict between the Act and 
the Constitution. 
Nor ts the Act in conflict w ith Subdivi­ 
sion 29 of the sam e section, in affecting 
fees and salaries of officers. 
They remain 
as fixtd by tne original Act. 
Judge Armstrong argues at length to 
show that the general laws could not apply 
to Sacramento, as its wants and necessities 
are not sim ilar to those of any other city ; 
that the Legislature is the judge of this 
dissim ilarity and iion-aDplicatiility of the 
general laws, and therefore is vested with 
the power in such casts to specially legis­ 
late. 
Incidentally, end to illustrate the situa­ 
tion. he points out that the indebtedness of 
this city differs from all others. 
It became 
tiM essaryto m aintain a Board of Funded 
Commissioners, which was created by a 
sja cial Art, and which the Legislature 
amended March 19. 1889 
Unless the Leg­ 
islature [Kisse-sed tne power to amend that 
Act, nenher the Commission nor tlie sink­ 
ing hind can be maintained. 
The Act 
creating them became a part of the city 
charter. 
If the Act am ending tbe police 
law cannot be maintained, for the sam e 
reason these other Ac s could not be sus­ 
tained. 
‘ Just what evils would befall the 
ciiv iu that event it is fearful to contem ­ 
plate.” 
In conclusion thp Court says: 
“ It there is not sufficient m oney in the 
police fund to pay the policemen they are 
entitled to their salaries out of the general 
lund ; but the police fund cannot be used 
for any other purpose than to pay the 
policemen. 
"The amended com plaint is defective in 
no’ 
alleging tha' the plaintiff and his 
assignors were elected by the Board of 
Police Commissioners, end the general de­ 
murrer presents tiie point, for which reason 
the demurrer must be sustained 
Tbe case 
was argued npon the other points which 
have been considered. 
The demurrer is 
sustained, with leave to amend the cjm - 
plaint within ten days.’’

MAÜÜ WAS MAD, 


AND SHE GAVE OFFICER FRANKS A 
PIECE OF HER MIND. 


A C harge 
o f V agrancy T h a t H a d no 
F o u n d a tio n —A S om ew hat Sen­ 
sa tio n al Case. 


8everal hours’ time of the Police Court 
session was consumed yesterday afternoon 
in bearing the case of Maud Silversteini 
against whom a charge of vagrancy had 
been made. The case was of rather a sen­ 
sational character, and attracted a large 
attendance. The facts, briefly stated, are 
about as follows, as brought out in C ourt; 
The defendant was formerly a resident of 
this city, where she pursued the vocation 
of a courtesan, and was frequently charged 
w ith thefts of money from her patrons. 
About a year ago she was ordered to leave 
the city, and did so. Some three or four 
weeks since she returned and engaged a 
room on Second street, she says for one 
week. On the night of her arrival officer 
Agner visited her and asked if Chief of 
Police Lee knew of her presence. She re­ 
plied that he did not, and the officer re­ 
quested her to call and see the Chief, wbich 
süe promised to do, but did not keep her 
promise until the following day. 
When 
she appeared at the station-house officer 
Agner entered a charge against her of “ en­ 
ticing.” She had an interview with Chief 
Lee, and ha (according to her testimony) 
requested her not to rem ain in the city; 
that she bore a pretty hard name, and 
would be getting into trouble, and had bet­ 
ter locate elsewhere. She says she had a 
right to rem ain if she desired, but in defer­ 
ence to the Chiefs wishes she at once gave 
up her room and removed to Galt, where 
she opened a saloon. 
On Tuesday she came to the city, in re­ 
sponse to a telegram from her agent, John 
Norton, to pay some bills for goods pur­ 
chased for her, am ounting to some $200. 
She had paid her bills, ana was on her way 
to the depot to return to Gall on the 5- 
o’clock train, when she was accosted at 
Second street by officer Franks. She paid 
no atication to him , but kept on. (He says, 
however, that she made faces at him .) 
He 
followed and took hold of her and asked 
her what she was doing in Sacramento, and 
she replied that it was none of his business. 
Franks then undertook to arrest her, and 
she resisted, demanding to know by what 
right she was restrained of her liberty. 
Officer Chambers came to Franks' assist­ 
ance, and the struggling, crying woman 
was hustled along to the police-siation. She 
declared m Court that Franks choked her. 
called her vile names, and tore her cloth­ 
ing nearly off her, which the officer denied. 
H e adm itted having placed his hand be­ 
hind her neck to shove her along, how­ 
ever. 
One witness, nam ed Kauffman, said that 
he heard Franks say to her : "Y ou d 
d 
b—h. I’ll strangle you if you don’t walk !” 
There was other testimony to the effect 
that the woman was roughly treated, and 
there was also evidence that the officers 
were obliged to use lorce. 
The detendant, on taking the stand, told 
her story in a most dram atic m anner. She 
is a young woman of excellent address and 
a good talker. She displayed before the 
Court a num ber of bills lor wines, liquors, 
cigars, groceries, etc., that she had come to 
settle, and also a receipted bill for house 
rent at (¡alt, showing that she was a resi­ 
dent of that place. 
She said she was 
here attending to her 
business, 
and 
boldly 
denied 
the 
right 
of 
officer 
Franks or any one else to molest her. Be­ 
cause she was a woman and had incurred 
the ill-will ot certain policemen here, she 
could not see why they should be allowed 
to assault and drag her through the streets 
and then throw her into jail without cause. 
She m ight not be a model of purity, in 
some respects, but she detied her enemies 
to point to one crim inal act of hers. She 
had never been drunk in her life, and that 
was mure than her enemies could say. She 
had, moreover, never tasted a drop of 
liquor unitss prescribed by a doctor. She 
m inded her own business, paid her bills, 
and claimed the right to walk the pubiic 
stteets without being insulted, beaten, de­ 
nuded cf her clothing and made a public 
show of. During her rem arks she lre- 
quently burst into ttars, and the sym pathy 
of nearly all pre-Sim seemed to be with her. 
_ Officer b ranks testified that in his opin­ 
ion he was performing his duty in askit.g 
her business in the city, and when told it wai 
“ none of his d—d business” he was justi­ 
fied in arresting her. 
H e denied having 
used any more force than was necessary in 
taking her to jail. H e had not seen her 
for several weeks prior to W ednesday— 
perhaps for six or seven weeks; thought 
she was drunk, but admitted he had never 
know n her to drink. H e wanted to find 
out w hat her business was here, and ar­ 
rested her to see what right she had to in ­ 
su lt him . 
Officer Chambers, who assisted in the ar­ 
rest, told a sim ilar story to that ot Franks, 
und he also adm itted that he knew nothing 
about the woman. 
Several other police officers were sworn, 
but none of them had any knowledge of 
the detendant that would w arrant hercon- 
viction for vagrancy. 
Charles T. Jones, in his argum ent on be- 
hait ot defendant, administered a scathing 
rebuke to the officer for what he (Jones) 
called his b-uiai and unlawful treatm ent ot 
the woman. 
The latter was no vagrant, 
but a woman who had as much right to 
walk the streets of this city as the officer, 
and he nor anyone else had any legal right 
to interiere with her. 
Instead of she being 
tried tor vagrancy, Franks, he said, should 
be on trial lor tbe malicious prosecution of 
Maud Silverstein because she had made 
faces at him in rtsponse to his uncalled-for 
rem arks and relused to answer his queries. 
Counsel 
claimed 
that the officer was 
am enable to the law for a crime that was 
puntshabie by a tine of $5,000 and an ex­ 
tended t< rm of im prisonm ent. 
Mr. Jones 
was exc edingly severe in bis denunciation 
of the officer’s conduct. 
H e concluded by 
asking the discharge of bis client, as 110 
case bad been made out against her. 
City Attorney Church virtually,although 
not expressly, adm itted that a case of va­ 
grancy h id not been proven, but criticised 
the action of Mr. Jones in dragging a side 
issue into his argum ent. 
Judge Buckley biielly reviewed the facts, 
and decided that as the prisoner was in the 
city fora lawful purpose there was no occa­ 
sion for her arrest. She was a resident ot 
another com m unity, conducting a business 
that is lic-ctis-d by law, aud consequently 
did not come within tbe piovisious of the 
vagrant Act. As to the conduct of the 
officer, which had been so severely com­ 
m ented on, he preferred not to have any­ 
thing to say at the present time. But if 
the defendant had told the officer the na­ 
ture of her business 111 the city when first 
questioned there would probably have been 
no arrest and no trouble. 


A LRIGHT STAR GONE. 
Sail and Sudden D eath o f a F o rm e r Res- 
ideut o f th is City. 
W hen tbe offices of tbe railroad com­ 
pany were located in this oily there wus 
am ong the employes a young gentleman 
nam ed Adley H . Cummins, who 
was 
greatly esteemed here. The sad news of 
his sudden death at Piedm ont, Alameda 
county, is announced. The San Francisco 
C<t/l of yesterday contained the following 
account of his death and reference to his 
rem arkable progress in various branches of 
study: 
"Adlev H. Cummins, the well-known 
scholar and lecturer, died at the residence 
of W. J Dingee. near Piedm ont, W ednes­ 
day morning 
H e hail been ill since the 
middle of Jane with inflam mation of the 
bowel*, but was thought by his frieuds to 
be in a fair way to recovery. Ten days 
ago he was moved to the home of Mr ami 
Mrs. Dingee. and seemed to have improved 
m aterially—so much so. indeed, tbat he 
was abla to take a drive into the country 
on Sunday list. Tbe earthquake shock 
was the im mediate cause of bis death. 
He 
was awakened at tbe fiist tremor, end be 
and bis wile had some conversation about 
it. 
H e became greatly excited, bis heart 
staned to beating violently, and about half 
an hour after the rhock be expired calmlv. 
The news of his death was a terrible shock 
to his large circle i f hienda, all of whom 
wgfje expecting to see him at business 
again very shortly. 
"M r Com m ins was a scholar of far more 
than ordinary attainm ents. 
For eighteen 
years be gave up every second of his spare 
tim e to books and tbe study of languages. 
Hi* knowledge of philology was protound, 
aud to it be added a thorough acquaint­ 
ance 
with 
anthropology and 
kindred 
sciences, and with 
the history of the 
Oriental races 
He was able to read torty 
languages and t > converse in twenty-one. 
Mr. Cumm ins had given m03t of his ’atten­ 
tion to O rien'al tongues. 
H e was thor­ 
oughly versed in Arabic, Sanskrit and 


Coptic, and those who were fortnnate 
enough to hear his most eloquent lecture 
on the Semitic races, delivered betore the 
Geographical Society a few m onths ago, 
will not forget the erudition be then dis­ 
played. H e was also the author of a gram ­ 
m ar of the old Freisic, and just previous to 
his death was at work on a gram m ar of the 
Coptic, which he has left unfinished. 
"A s a lecturer and public speaker, Mr. 
Cumm ins had few superiors on the coast. 
He was exceedingly eloquent, and was 
master of a rich vocabulary. 
H e used 
most beautiful smilies and metaphors, and 
possessed tbe gift of presenting a subject 
in a most attractive m anner. No matter 
how deep his subject or how abstruse, be 
invested it with so m uch interest that even 
the most ignorant were fascinated. 
A 
course of lectures delivered by him , under 
the patronage of the Academy of Sciences 
and Geographical Society, a few m onths 
ago were very largely attended. 
"H e was a man of great promise, and 
having thoroughly assimilated his great 
stores of learning, had arrived at the stage 
when he could present it without techni­ 
cality. Mr. Cummins came to this coast 
w ith A. X. Towne, acting as the latter’s 
private Secretary. Subsequently he studied 
law, and entered the law departm ent of the 
Central Pacific, and acted for years as Sec­ 
retary of the late Judge Sanderson, who 
was then thecom pany’s chief attorney. On 
the death of the latter he left the railroad 
and embarked in the law business for him ­ 
self. H e was first a member of the firm of 
Royce & Cummins, but had latterly been 
practicing alone. At the time of his illness 
he had built up a most lucrative practice, 
wbich promised still greater things in the 
future. As a lawyer he was distinguished 
by his thoroughness. 
He was well read 
legally, and his habits of study enabled 
him to obtain an insight into a case very 
rapidly. 
"Mr. Cummins was a native of Lancaster 
county. I’a., and but 39 years of age. H e 
married, while a resident of Sacramento, a 
daughterof D. H. Haskell, of the Southern 
Pacific Railroad Company, who. with one 
daughter, survives him . 
Mrs. Cummins 
was present at the death-bed, but the 
daughter is ill at their home in San F ran­ 
cisco.” 


BELLE BONITA. 


Ju d g e Van F le e t D ecides th a t Slie M ust 
Serve H e r Sentence. 
In Departm ent Two of the Superior 
Court yesterday, Judge Van Fleet rendered 
his decision in tbe Belle Bonita habeas 
corpus case. 
The petitioner was regularly 
convicted in the Police Court of this city in 
August last of the crime of vagrancy, and 
sentenced to a term of sixty days in the 
County Jail. 
After judgment was pro­ 
nounced, the Judge, at request of peti­ 
tioner, perm itted her to leave the city 
instead of having her committed im m edi­ 
ately, saying that he would suspend the 
com m itm ent if she would leave the citv 
and not return. 
The petitioner took 
prom pt advantage of this privilege and 
left the city, btit did not stay away. She 
returned, and being found in the city on 
the 20th day o f last m onth was arrested 
and committed to the County Jail under 
said judgm ent to serve out her sentence. 
To this she objected and asked to be re; 
leased. 
Tbe decision is a long and exhaustive 
one, presenting all the points bearing upon 
the law and the power of Courts there­ 
under. As a result, the Court finds that 
the Police Court exceeded its power in giv­ 
ing the prisoner tbe option of going to j-iil 
or depar'ing from the city, but the peti­ 
tioner, having elected to leave, "became a 
fugitive from justice, liable to be appre­ 
hended like any other escape. I have 
never known of an instance,” says Judge 
Van Fleet, “ where a defendant was per­ 
mitted to take advantage of his own vol­ 
untary escape to avoid the judgm ent of the 
law, and I see nothing in this case to make 
it an exception. H aving been now duly 
committed under the judgm ent her term 
wiil run from the date of her delivery at 
the County Jail (Sec. 670, P. C.), aud she is 
not entitled to be discharged.” 
The writ was accordingly dismissed, and 
the prisoner remanded.

The Ah Gong exam ination case was re­ 
sumed in the Police Court yesterday. Ah 
Sam, A h Nom and A h W oe were placed 
upon the stand and testified that A h Gong, 
the defendant, was with them on the night 
of the shooting from 8:30 to 10:30 in the 
evening. 
The shooting is alleged to have taken 
place between half past 9 and 10 o’clock, 
and these witnesses swore positively that 
they, with the defendant, were talking and 
reading together in the house of A h Sam, 
on Sixth street, between I and J, at the 
time. Abont 10:30 they left, going over 
Sixth street to the south side of J, thence 
down to Fourth, where they separated. 
The testimony went to show that A h 
Gong did not leave the house at any time 
between the aforesaid hours. The room 
which they occupied was the sleeping 
apartm ent of Ah Sara, a Chinese lad in the 
employ of Kirk, Geary & Co., and the 
brother of Ah Gong. 
Charles Johnson, a buggy-washer in 
Scriver’s stable, swore that two Chinamen 
came running up the alley between Third 
and Fourth, I and J streets, on the night cf 
the shooting and just about the tim e the 
shots weie fired. One of them ran against 
him and he recognized the faces of both, 
but neither of them was Ah Gong, the de­ 
fendant. H e knew defendant well. 
J. B. Harris, a newspaper reporter, testi­ 
fied that after tbe wounded Chinaman had 
been taken to the Receiving Hospital he 
(the witness) heard him say that he was 
shot by W ong Ah Chow and Lee T i; did 
not hear hint mention Ah Gong’s name. 
Deputy Sheriff George Rider testified to 
an acquaintance with both the deceased 
and the prisoner. 
He never knew them to 
have had a difficulty, as testified to by one 
Ah Loy. The m orning after the shooting 
deceased told witness that W ong Ah Chow 
and Lee Ti had shot him . 
W. A. Anderson was sworn and testified 
in regard to the contradictory statements 
made by tbe colored girl, Mabel Bryant. 
H e admitted telling her that he was her 
friend, and did so for the purpose of secur­ 
ing a statem ent from her. 
Pong Ye, a Third-street barber, was 
called by the prosecution. H e went through 
the tarce of being sworn by alternately 
bolding up his lett and right hands and 
then by dropping both. 
H e clearly showed 
that he didn’t know anything, and. if he is 
to be judged by his looks, he will die in 
about 1 he same fix, though he lives a h u n ­ 
dred years. 
Constable Frank Swift testified that Ma­ 
bel Bryant told him how she had identified 
one Chinaman at the police staiion as the 
one that ran past her, and then, when Ah 
Gong was brought in, changed her mind 
and decided that she couldn’t tell which it 
was. 
Oflicer Carroll testified that Mabel Bry­ 
ant described the shooter to him , aud 
identified Ah Gong, the prisoner, among a 
num ber of other Chinamen. The defend­ 
ant told him at one tim e that on the night 
of the shooting he went to his brother’s 
place, on Sixth street, at 9 o’clock, and 
later on—after the hour of the shooting 
was referred to—said he went there at 8 
o’clock. H e told witness he staid there 
until half-past 10, and did not hear of the 
shooting until the next morning. 
Tfiis closed the testimony in the case, 
and it was agreed that the arguments 
would be commenced at half past 10 o’clock 
this morning. 


PUGILISTIC EQUINE.

m als, and on th atsb o w iu g I was w illing to 
say th at th e thing was im possible, but w hen 
I obtained fu rth er an d m ore accurate de­ 
tails, I was w illing to believe there m ight 
be som ething iu it. 


h a m m o n d 's e x p e r i m e n t s . 
“ I was w illing at all events to p u t it to 
th e test, an d about a w eek ago I started to 
experim ent. 
H row n-Sequard uses only se­ 
lected portions of a rabbit or guinea pig 
sim ply because, I suppose, these are a n i­ 
m als upon w hich experim ents are usually 
m ade in F rench laboratories; bu t I have 
adopted a lam b, w hich. I th in k , is better. 
T h e lam b, you know , is an anim al good to 
eat, b u t we don’t eat guinea pigs. 
T he 
preparation ol the m edicine and treatm ent 
of the patient are very sim ple. 
I take the 
selected portion of th e lam b freshly killed 
an d pound it into a pulp in a m ortar. W ith 
this I m ix a teaspoouful or tw o of w ater, 
an d the result I tiller through fine Swiss 
filtering paper. T he fluid, w hich is slightly 
thicker than w ater, conies through p er­ 
fectly pure and lim pid. 
T he filtering m ust 
be carefully done, fot if any shred or part 
of th e pulp were injected u n d er th e pa­ 
tie n t’s skin it w ould form abcesses and do 
harm . 
T he extract from a single lam b will 
be sufficient for a dozens injections. 
It 
does no t m atter to w hat part of the body 
th e application is m ade, but the m ost con­ 
venient place is under th e skin of th e fore­ 
arm , w here th e skin is com paratively slack. 
It w ould h ard ly be safe to inject the fluid 
derived from a body tw enty-four hours 
after the k illin g of th e anim al. 
T he in ­ 
jection of blood and th e juice of beet into 
w asted patients has been com m on lor m any 
years, and it is well know n th at to inject 
th e essence of decayed beef w ould kill. 
MUST RE DONE QUICKLY. 
“A s soon as the iam b is slaughtered by 
th e butcher no tim e is wasted in pounding 
and filtering, and w ithin an h o u r o f the 
k illin g of th e lam b, the juice is circulating 
th ro u g h th e patient's veins an d m ingling 
w ith his blood. 
I began experim ents first 
oil m yself to assure m yself th at it was uot 
dangerous to a patient. 
Since then I have 
applied th e elixir to several old gentlem en 
w ithout th eir know ing w hat it was. 
O ne 
m an . about sixty years, had his arm so 
nearly paralyzed w ith rheum atism th at for 
nearly a year h e could n ot raise his hand 
to his head. 
Soon after the elix ir was in ­ 
jected in to his arm he was able to w ield it 
in any direction and alm ost as vigorously 
as he had ever done. 
REQUESTED BY A PATIENT. 
"U p to the present m y experim ents have 
been m ade w ithout the patients’ know l­ 
edge, bu t to-m orrow I am going to begin 
treating a m an in this way at his ow n re­ 
quest. 
Of course it is too early yet to draw 
an y sw eeping conclusions from the result 
obtained, but as far as 1 have gone the re ­ 
su lts ere certainly rem arkable. 
W hen I 
have continued m y experim ents longer 1 
sh all be able to draw conclusions w ith 
m ore continence. 
B row n-Sequard's calcu­ 
lation is th a t an injection once a m onth 
w ill suffici to keep a m an tw enty or thirty 
years younger th an he really is.-’

A cting Secretary of th e T reasury 
B achelier has o v errated th e opinion of So­ 
licitor of th e T reasury H epburn, th at C hi­ 
nese em ployed as servauts on th e U nited 
S tates steam er A lert and o th er vessels are 
seanteu and no t laborers, and, therefore, 
can be perm itted to lan d in th e U nited 
States. 
G eneral B achelier holds th a t they 
are laborers an d no t seam en, and. th ere­ 
fore, cannot be perm itted to enter.

ing is the letter containing th e decision : 
Jlunorablc Solicitor of the Xanj: 
In reply to 
yuur letter ot the 20th iiiL. inclosing a cojiy of a 
communication from Captain James G. Grccu, 
United States Na\y, commanding the U. S. 8. 
Alert, and requesting to be informed on the 
question submitted in 
said communication, 
whether or not, under the laws regarding the 
admission of Chinese pi the United Staten, Chi­ 
nese employed as servants in the United States 
Navy, who were enlisted as such outside of the 
United .States, will hi1 per nitted to euter the 
United State, at the expiration ot their term of 
enlistment and be discharge I in the United 
States, I have the houer to state that that mat­ 
ter has received careful consideration at the 
hands of this Department and an opinion has 
been obtaim d from the Solicit >r of the Treas­ 
ury: aud that although said oflicer reports that 
in v iew of certain decisions of the Federal 
Courts respecting seamen and enlisted men, 
such Chinese servants might, perhaps, under 
certain conditions, be permitted to land, yet i 
know the fart that servants, as a rule, arc em­ 
ployed lor the purpose of doing menial work, 
and are not considered as outside of Hie defini­ 
tion of laboréis, t he Department must decline to 
commit itself in lavor of their being permitted 
to enter the liuited States in the m anner indi­ 
cated- 
While regretting the ineonvettieure which 
may result to oilicets iu consequence of this de­ 
cision, I feet that it is but necessary to refer to 
the manliest impropriety of granting a doubt­ 
ful privilege to Government officers, which 
privilege, having us sole foundation in the acci- 
detila circumstances of i hese servants being en­ 
listed, could not be extended to servants of 
other American citizens similarly arriving by 
m erchant vtssels.
